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CALGARY FAIR. 
DREW BIG CROWD 


Attendance on Opening Day 
More than Fifteen 
Thousand 


Calgary,*July 1—The industrial ex- 
hibition opened today with an atiend- 
ance of oer fifteen thougand, The 
grand stand was taken by ten o'clock, 
The fair was opened by Hon, Frank 
Oliver. Messsrs, Mitchell, 
and Maclean of the provincial gov- 
ernment, were present. Showers fell 
during the afternoon, putting the 
track in bad shape for the racing, 
Bery department is well filled and 
the fair bids well to exceed all pre- 
vious efforts, 

Hon, Frank Oliver was given an 
enthusiastic welcome by the citizens 
and visitors to the fair, The day was 
a beautiful one with, the exception 
of a half hour’g downpour in the 
afternoon from passing clouds. In the 
morning the principal ceremony of 
the holiday was the raising of the 
flag at Central Park under the au- 
spices of the Canadian Club and the 
Daughters of the Empire, 

A patriotic speech was delivered by 
Mr, Oliver, who was heartily cheered 
and applauded by an immense crowd 
of spectators. In the course of his 
address he said: 

“It is a magnificent tribute to the 
Dominion of Canada that on her 
forty-fourth birthday there can be as- 
sembled such a st concurrence of 
people ag this, away out here in the 
shadow of the Rockies, in the land 
that was unknown but a few years 
ago.” 

He went on to point out that al- 
though many parts of the world had 
been visited with progressiveness and 
prosperity, few if any had been age 
greatly blessed as Canada, 

We do not view our splendid pro- 
gress and prosperiy in he light of 
selfishness towardg others, for we 
realize that there is room in this 
world for all nations and peoples that 
exist, and that there is no reason why 
srife should exist between them or 
why they sould seek aggrandizement 
to the detriment of others,”” He said 
“Our aim as loyel Canadians and true 
Britishers, for we are Britishers and 
are pround of it, is an advancement 
towardg prosperity that will mean the 
best possible conditions for all classes 
of our people and that not merely 
one faction or class alone may pros- 
per, but that all may flourish,” After 
all the people are the country, It 
hag been through effert, progressive- 
ness, integrity, resourcefulness and 
other toiling qualities of the people 
of Canada that she has been enabled 
to accomplish so much." 

Other speakers were R, B, Ben- 
nett and Dr. Scott. 

Mr. Bennett paid an eloquent 
tribute to the minister eof the in- 
terior, who, he said, was one of the 
pioneers of the West and one whose 
life should be an inspiration to the 
children of Alberta, upon whose 
shoulders would depend the future 
greatness of the province, 

“Let us rise above the petty feel- 
ings of party politics,” he said, “and 
pay a tribute to one whose life should 
be an inspiration to the rising genera- 
tion of oday.” 

The provincial fair was opened 
at two o'clock by Mr, Oliver. He 
drove to the grounds with President 
Van Wart, Hon. Duncan Marshall and 
other prominent men, The ceremony 
took place in frent of the grand 
stand, which was crowded with from 
six to eight thousand people. Upon 
driving into the enclosure the minister 
Wag greeted with great applause and 
section after section took up the wel- 
come as he drove along in frent, ac- 
knowledging the greeting by lifting 
his hat. In his address Mr, Oliver 
spoke of the great place Alberta held 
in agricultural pursuits and eulogized 
the veople of Calgary for the magnifi 
cent fair they have furnished from 
year to year, 

The races were keenly contested 
and the platorm attractions were 
high class, A downpour of rain stop- 
ped the races for about half an hour 
but despite the wretched conditions 
of the track afterwards, the days’s 
programme was Carried out, 

There were many Edmonton people 
in attendance and the city is crowded 
with people. There ws magnificent 
weather on Sunday and the prospects 
are now bright for a tine week, Hon.
